
THE STATE OF EUROPE
We placed before oar readers, in yesterday's Htr-a- d,

a summary of the foreign intelligence received
by the steamship Canada, which is two weeks later
than what we were previously in possession of. That
summary came to ns direct from Halifax, Nova Sco-

tia, bv special express and telegraph, at a great ex
pense, and created some commotion in the community.

By this intelligence we learn the astounding fact
that the whole European continent is on the eve of
witnessing great events. There is scarce a country
in that region that is not agitated 4o its centre, and
in which revolution, war and bloodshed may not be
expected to break out, without a moment's warning.
The signa of the times are indeed portentius of rev-olution-

and violence. The Emperor of "Russia
is, according to every indication, about to make some
great movement, which may produce a general war
in Europe. While this is going on, however, the
progress of reform seems to assume a more active
spirit, and to be at work, undermining the foundation
of every monarchy and despotism there. In the ab-

sence of our files, we cannot enter into the details of
the news.' We shall probably receive them this
morning ; and. in our issue of Monday, we shall pub-
lish the news entire, together'with our correspondence.

The most striking factsy received by this arrival,
are the account of a sanguinary battle between the
Britsh forces and the Sikhs in India, the continuance
of peace and order in'France, and the growing belief
that the republic is'safe. That battle, it would seem;
was fought with great fury and bravery On both sides,
and may be attended with very important consequen-
ces. There seems Xo be little room for doubt that
the victory of the Seiks was complete, from the fact
that the British acknowledge the loss of twenty-fiv- e

hundred men and ninety-thre- e officers, as well as
some of their-gun- s and regimental colors. This loss,
we have no doubt, is much under-rate-d ; and this im-

pression is confirmed by the doleful tenor of the re-

marks made on the result by the English press. On
the part of the British, very different results were an-

ticipated. Vast preparations were made, not only to
attack and defeat the Sikhs, but to annex the Pun-jau- b,

and make it a portion of British India, in pur-
suance of the policy which that power has always
adopted in that region. Thi3 repulse this decided
and important result may change their plan of opera-
tions, and may . yet end in a series of disasters to
British power in India, which, if they do not annihil-

ate, will seriously weaken it - If such be the case
eventually, it will be a 'retribution not wholly unde-
served, and may be the precursor of the downfall of
English dominion throughout the world.' The im-

mediate effects of this Indian intelligence will be, to
inspirit the disaffected in England and Ireland, and
especially those who are opposed to a further continu-
ance of die existing state of things

'"Philadelphia, Nov. 21, 1818.
My Dear Sir: I had the pleasure of receiving, a

few days since, your letter on behalf of the com-
mittee, inviting me to be present at the whig jubilee
in Pottsville, on Saturday next. I regret extremely
that my engagements here will prevent ine from avail-
ing myself of the invitation. There could be ncroc-easio- n"

on which I should more joyfully participate
in the festivities. The importance of .the result of
the late elections cannot be overrated.

The passage, of the act of 1846- - involved insult as
well as injury to Pennsylvania, and her people must
have been blind to their own honor and interest if
they had not resented it. The triumphant manner in
which the people of the commonwealth, and in an
especial and remarkable degree the people of Schuyl-
kill county, have vindicated their rights at the re-

cent elections, not only shows a determination that
the principles of the tariff of 1812 shaU be restored,
and that their industry slnll notin future be sacrificed
to suit the views of political partisans, but exhibits
in a strong light the fact that the people cannot be
long deceived, and that they can and will enforce
the due responsibility of their public servants. While
we are able to do this, we may be sure that the re-

public will continue to be safe, glorious, and trium-
phant.

" Pennsylvania Proof alike against the violence
of open enemies, and the subtleties of professed
friends. She will always stand for the rights of in-

dustry and the principles of freedom."

THE WESTERN TURNPIKE ROAD, i
' This is a subject which fa 'now attracting consid-

erable attention of the public in this and all the
counties West of us. - The route which the road shall
take.between the towns of Statesville and Morganton
is' the point on which "greatest interest is felt : The
people of much the" larger section' of the Country to
be benefitted by the road, desire. that it shall pass as

jnear to the town' of Lenoir as practicable ; not only.
fof the reason that it 'will thereby accommodate the
largest number, but will secure a connection with
the Caldwell and Watauga l'urnpike, which' is now
nearly corapleted,'and which we believe, is designed
to penetrate the valley beyond the Mountains in the
State of Tennessee, in the direction of Jonesboroogh.
This route will secure a large amount of trade from
Tennessee, and give the same a direction-toward- s'

Salisbury and Fayetteville; which taken in connec-
tion with the Central Rail R&ad and Plank Road
schemes, becomes a subject of much' importance not
only to the- - Western counties, but to the State at
laTge, especially when it is certain'that a slight de-
viation from the fdute by Lenoir may lose to the State
all the advantages of the Watauga toad and" of the
Western Turnpike itself.

If the latter should, for instance, run from States-
ville, via Newton, to Morganton, it is certainly calcu-
lated by those well acquainted with the present course,
of the trade, that that trade will never change its di-
rection from the'South, but taking the road to Char-
lotte via Lincolnton, will diffuse itself into South
Carolina,' leaving North Carolina the disagreeable
reflection of having built another monument of folly.
Nearly all the trade of the counties North of New-
ton already takes that direction, and if the Turnpike
is not laid out witn a view of inviting a change of
its present course, it will only flow on, just as it has
always done, cutting the Turnpike , at right angles.
We trust the people of that region most interested
will take the. proper steps to secure the advantages
which it was designed this great work should confer
upon them; and also, that the energies of the State
may not be wasted. ; Salisbury Watchman.
